» Fits within current —
PPV definition '

» No cap on number
of licenses

» Promotes public
convenience




Proposed Code Change

Subsection (6) of Section 3.345

The actual fare charged for each trip by a
taxicab shall not exceed the higher of either:

(a) The meter calculated rate, including authorized and posted
surcharges, or

(b) The minimum fare as posted on the interior and exterior of the
vehicle., or

(c) The smartphone application calculated rate,
including displayed and passenger-confirmed
surcharges.
